THIS FUTUKE OF ANDEHSONVILLE 


PUISON. 


"An Ex. Soldier," writing from Macon, 


Ga., to the Chicago Tribune of Anderson- 
ville Prison, says : — 


"The former strong walls of upright pliia 


posts aro rapidly 
decaying, and in most 


places a ridge of rotten wood \a tho ouiv 
sign remaining of tho onco formidable bar- 
ricade. 
Voting oakfi and pines have sprung 


up rapidly since the war, and many of them 
bavo attained a height of fifteen or twenty 
feet. 
The 
numerous wells dug by tho 


prisoners for water still exist. 
Tho caves 


and burrows which they dug for shelter have 
mostly been changed into slight furrows or 
ridges by tho wear and tear of time. The 
memorable 'Providence Spring,' at the foot 
of the hill, which suddenly burst ono night 
in the midst of a very dry time, when tho 
prisoners wore praying for water, still exists, 
its clear, cool waters arc the sweetest and 
most refreshing to 
bo found iu all that 


region. 


"ft is a matter of romance, not to say 


poclio justice, that the main part of this 
historic ground is now owned by a colored 
man, who was a former slave in that vicinity. 
He is a very intelligent and industrious 
mulatto, named G. W. Kennedy. He bought 
•ISO acres (including about two-thirds of the 
stockade) for §1200. 
When I was there, a 


few days ago, be had cleared up ten or twelve 
acres of the undergrowth, and was about to 
plow it up for a cotton field.

nt Inst in 1S27, when I was fourteen years 
of age. lie always asserted thnt ho would

If- you will 
promise me this I wiii go on my tour with a 
light heart, and return to Franco to enjoy 
the surprise aud pleasure of my family when 
they receive from your bauds the counter- 
feit presentment of "Li Belle Atu'ericniuo."
